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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that Lowery fails to 
disclose customizable web pages (pages 9-10). The examiner respectfully disagrees. Lowery discloses customized dynamic web pages 
(abstract; column 2, lines 25-35). Although the applicant argues that Lowery performs the customization at a server (pages 9-10), the 
applicant's claim fails to specifically disclose that the customization occurs at a client device. The applicant further argues that Lemay 
fails todisclose customizing a requested web page to a users particular tastes (page 11). The examiner respectfully disagrees. Lemay 
discloses obtaining an existing web page via a download (page 37, Q&A, question 2). This serves to obtain a web page. This web page 
is then customizable by a user (pages 38-78). Finally, the applicant argues that it would not be obvious to one or ordinary skill in the art 
to combine Lowery and Lemay (page 11). The examiner respectfully disagrees. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time of the applicant's invention to have combined Lowery and Lemay, since it would have allowed a user to enhance 
imported pages (Lemay: page 37) . 
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
